Opioids like Heroin ( morphine, 
smack, white horse etc.) and 
Opium ; Cocaine, Amphetamine 
and Methamphetamine ; LSD ( 
Lysergic acid Diethylamide) etc. 


Addiction and Drug 

Dependence: 

Drug dependence is a state in 
which a person consumes a drug 
on a daily basis and then his 
psychology is such developed that 
his state of wellbeing will be 
achieved only after consumption of 
that drug. When the intensity of 
this psychological dependence 
changes from desire to craving, 
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then the person is said to become 
an addict. 

Addiction is just like being in a 
house, a house that's on fire, and 
you are in the bathroom getting 
high instead of getting out. Addicts 
cannot deny the frequent urge of 
using them, no matter how 
catastrophic they are because they 
like the way it makes them feel.

You keep using drugs even if it 
causes you trouble at work or 
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makes you lash out at family 
and friends. 


• You spend more time alone. 


• You don't take care of yourself 
or care how you look. 


• You steal, lie, or do dangerous 
things like driving while high 
or have unsafe sex. 


• You spend most of your time 
getting, using, or recovering 
from the effects of the drug 


• You feel sick when you try to 
quit. 
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How drugs destroy your health: 

Effects of drug depend upon how it 
is delivered in the body. The 
various ways of administering this 
evil into the body are injection, 
inhalation and ingestion. Drugs 
administered through parenteral 
route viz. injection has immediate 
impact whereas ingestion has a 
delayed effect. 

The main target of all drugs is the 
control center of our body i.e. the 
brain. Consumption of drugs lead 
to enhanced secretion of dopamine, 
a neurotransmitter that regulates 
emotions, motivation and feelings 
of pleasure. This results in a state 
of dopamine flood in the brain and 
produce a ’high’. 

Drugs can cause breast 
development in men, lung diseases, 
heart conditions such as collapsed 
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veins, problems with memory, 
strain on liver, a weakened 
immune system and lack of 
attention and decision making 
power. But the most severe health 
consequence of drug abuse is 
death. According to Gateway 
Foundation, "more than 7 million 
people suffer from an illicit drug 
disorder, and one in four deaths 
results from illicit drug use. In 
fact, more deaths, illnesses and 
disabilities are associated with 
drug abuse than any other 
preventable health condition. 
People suffering from drug and 
alcohol addiction also have a 
higher risk of unintentional 
injuries, accidents and domestic 
violence incidents ." 

Drug addicts are mostly paranoid, 
aggressive, lack self control and 
suffer from hallucinations. They 
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may even acquire HIV AIDS due to 
the use of inflected needles and 
hence, their lives are ruined in 
every aspect.
